With four years more of the gold 


standard only the checks of the few 
who are profiting by that standard will 
be honored at the banks, and the 
niBBBes of the people will have neither 
gold, silver nor paper to deposit. 


One of the objections which they 


urge against silver is that checks in 


j silver cannot pass through the clearing 
house. Well, they make the rules which 
govern the clearing house and they can 
change them at will. Why do the men 
•who make those rules, while upholding 
a platform which declares that under 
the gold standard one dollar is just as 
good as another, give the lie to their 
professions by discrininating against 
silver ? 


The Act of 1873, which eliminated the 


standard dollar from the libt of Ameri- 
can coins and closed the mints to silver, 
was approved 
by President Grant. 


That he, like many of those who voted 
for the bill, did not know its effect on 
the finances of the country, is proved 
by his subsequent messages to Con- 
In his message to the Forty-third Con- 
gress he said: 


"The exact medium to transact the 
business of the country is specie. That 
obtained, we shall have a currency of 
an exact degree of elasticity. 
If there 


be too much of it for the legitimate 
purposes of trade and commerce, it will 
flow out of the country. 
If too little, 


the reverse will result. 


In his message to the Forty-fourth 


Congress he referred approvingly to the 
development of our gold and silver 
mines as follows: 


"The development of gold and silver 


mines in the United States and.Tei rito- 
ries has not only been lemarkable, but 
has had u large influence upon the bus- 
ness of all commercial nations." 


President Grant frequently expressed 


a fear that the preoioos metals—gold 
and silver—would continue to leave tho 
country, and Benjamin H. Bristow, Sec- 
retary under Grant, in his report dated 
September 6,1875, used gold and silver 
as synonymous terms and said:

JOHN 
BULL ALARMED. 


He Fears the Election of Bryan and an 


American Financial Policy. 


LONDON, August 13.—The Westminister 


Ga:e(te this afternoon, in a financial 
article, says: Bryan's speech is replete 
with financial heresies, and will certain- 
ly not increase confience in American 
securities. It will cause investors every- 
where to desire to withdraw their 
money from the United States while 
they are able to obtain gold in ex- 
change. If the free silver party be 
elected, gold 
will undoubtedly be 


demanded. We do not believe in indi 
vidual Americans taking advantage of 
the political dishonesty proposed by 
the Democratic Convention, whereby 
existing contracts calling for payment 
of gold will not bo valid when free 
coinage is carried. It is, however, cer- 
tain that railroads owing large amounts 
of gold debts would, with a premium 
on gold, be unable to meet the interest 
of the obligations, temporarily at any 
rate, and be forced to pay some debts 
in currency or become bankrupt.

"Natural causes, aided by individual 


effort and enterprise, will regulate the 
volume of currency far more wisely 
and with greater safety to business 
than acts of Congress imposing arti- 
ficial limits. The existing law making 
United States notes legal tender is an 
artificial barrier to the use of gold and 
silver, tending not only to prevent the 
flow of gold and silver toward this 
country, but promoting the shipment 
abroad of oar own production of the 
precious metals," 


On every occasion silver was placed 


on an equality with gold. No distinc- 
tion was made between the two metals, 
except the ratio, and tho bonds issued 
by the Government were redeemable in 
gold or silver coins, and it was so 
stated in plain words on their face. 
Now that the gold gamblers conduct 
the financial affairs of the nation, 
nothing but gold will satisfy them, and 
they insist that bonds and other Gov- 
ernment obligations, payable in gold or 
silver, shall be paid exclusively in gold.

The Republican National platform 


declares that the Republican party is 
opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver except by intornat-. 
ional agreement, and until such agree- Lockville 
meat can be obtained the existing gold j 
standard must be preserved, and it 
favors the use of silver as currency, 
but to the extent only that its parity 
with gold can be maintained. 


Now the banks in San Francisco, 


nearly all of which favor MoKinley and

standard and asserting that every dol- 
lar, whether of [gold, silver or paper, is 
equally good and on a parity, they com- 
plain that they are obliged to cash 
all checks in gold, and some of them 
object to receiving deposits in silver.

notification prepared by Senator White 
of California and delivered by Gov- 
ernor Stone of Missouri: 


Hon. 
Wm. Bryan nf Xelratla:—The 


National Democratic Convention, which 
convened in Chicago on July 7th, nom- 
inated you for the Presidency of the 
United States, and we, as members of 
the Notification Committee, appointed 
by that convention, are here to officially 
inform you of the action thus taken. 


The circumstances attending your 


nomination cannot but afford you un- 
qualified satisfaction and must inspire 
enthusiasm throughout our country 
You were selected by no clique, nor 
were you chosen as the result of any 
questionable combination. Those who 
nominated yon were law-abiding, de- 
termined and honest representatives of 
their countrymen, and preferred you 
because of your exalted integrity, patii- 
otism and ability. You are ripe in ex- 
perience and judgment, in the prime of 
manhood, and enjoy the mental and 
physical characteristics essential to 
the great work which you have been re- 
quired to undertake, you have been 
tried in public station. You have al- 
ways done your entiie duty. 


While you are a Democrat, and have 


during you political career, been an ar- 
dent advocate of Democratic principles, 
you now hold the official hand of an or-

The finest river of British Guiana it' 


the Essequibo, into which flow the mag-' 
bitlcoiit waters of the Onyuai and the 
Mazaruui, forming a confluence at Bar- 
tica point over four miles broad, tho 
stream then widening out through Us 
subsequent course of 00 miles into an 
estuary 30 miles from bank to bank. 
Tho Essequibo rises in theAcaroi moun- 
tains, 40 miles north of tHe equator, and 
tears a sinuous way through ancLdown 
tho terraced surface for a distance of 
over 600 miles. It is not navigable for 
steamers much beyond Bartica point, 
and tho farther it is explored the high- 
er, grander, more beautiful and more 
diuigerous become the rapids. 


One of its tributaries, the Potaro, 


which joins it about ISfrmiles from the 
coast, has a waterfall surpassing Niag- 
ara in height. This is the Kaietenr fall 
(the Old Man's fall, to translate the In- 
diaif name), which was discovered by 
Mr. Brown, who made a geological sur- 
vey for the government a quarter of a 
century ago. At this point the Potaro 
falls over a sandstone tableland precipi- 
•tously for 741 feet, and then over a 
sloping cataract of 81 feet into a great 
rocky basin. In flood time the width of 
tho fall is about 870 feet and in the dry 
season 240 feet or less. "If," says Mr. 
TUnrn, "the whole valley of the Potaro 
is t'anyland, then the Kaieteur ravine 
is the very penetralia of fairyland."— 
MaoMiHan's Magazine. 


A Child's Costly Caprice. 


A bridge which the sultan ordered to 


bo constructed iu Constantinople was to 
have been finished by u particular day, 
but the contractor found that thia would 
bo impossible with Turkish workmen" 
unless ho worked day and night.

particular ship from the nursery win- 
dow.—Constantinople Letter.

The Waves of an Iron Bridge. 


A tram always exerts greater strain 


on an iron bridge when going quickly 
than when going slowly, bub tho differ- 
ence in the strain depends on the struc- 
ture of the bridge and is much more in 
some cases than iu others. When the 
train goes over the bridge, it causes a 
wave to travel along the structure, ow- 
ing" to the elasticity of the iron. 


That part of the bridge just in front 


of tho train is raised a little, and tile 
part under the train is lowered, so that 
each part of the bridge is successively 
raised and lowered as the tram goes 
over it, and tho more quickly the train 
travels the moro sudden this will be, 
and consequently the more violent. 


The strain produced will vary with 


tho square of tho velocity of the wavo, 
so that the train will exert four times 
the strain when it doubles its velocity, 
and nine times when it triples its ve- 
locity.—Liverpool Mercury.

It Cost* to Stop CMS. 


The cost of stopping a train of can 


has always been a subject of discussion, 
and it is sometimes worth the inquiry 
of railroad men. Estimates of the cost 
have ranged from one-quarter of aMnt 
up to $2 for stopping an ordinary pas- 
senger train. 
The small figure repre- 


sented only the estimated loss of metal 
by applying the brake to the wheeL 
Some of the real considerations that go 
to make up the cost of a stop are the 
coal burned while tho train is standing 
still, and in order to resume the former 
speed—this the Pennsylvania railroad 
people put at 12 to 15 cents. Then there 
are the wages of all persons on the train 
who, while the train slows down and 
stops, are paid as if the train were run- 
ning. This is insignificant in the case 
of one person, but it amounts to some- 
thing when the whole force is consid- 
ered ; besides this, there is the wear of 
the rails. 
A rail lasts only a third as 


long where trains come to a stop on it 
as when merely run over. This is the 
result of the action of the brakes. Then, 
:oo, more accidents occur to engines, to 
wheels and to axles in coming to a stop 
or in starting again than with running 
right along. 


Tho Railroad Gazette reported a dis- 


cussion some years ago on this subject, 
n which the conclusion is reached that 
he actual cost of stopping an ordinary 
rain is about 80 to GO cents. An amus- 
ing story is told of a trial where experts 
testify that it cost §3 to stop a train. 
They established the fact 
Then the 


counsel 011 the other side produced the 
company's time table, with a full list 
of all the stops, including stations, took 
the total number of its trains, calculat-
